day. It gives $1,000,000 in trust for 
Princess Hatzfeldt during her Iife, 
principal to go to her issue at her 
death; $500,000 in trust is «iven for 
the benefit of Mrs. Huntington, the 
widow, for life, afterward for the ben- 
efit of Archer M. Huntington for life; 
two-thirds of the Southern Pacific

The will ts in twenty-three articles, is 
dated March 13, 1897, and witnessed by 
Maxwell Evarts, Andrew K. Vande- 
venter and George E. Downs. 

None of Huntington's securities is 
mentioned by him excent his Southern.. 
Pacific stock. The other bequests ars 


beneficiaries instead of money, #- 
curities to the par value of the sums 
named. The executors are empowered 
to dispose of practically all securities 
and real estate, except Southern 
Pacific holdings. 

The first article directs the payment 
of débts.

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 24.—[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] By the steamer Mar- 
iposa, which arrived today from Syd- 
ney, came the details of the worst ser- 
les of crimes that have been commit- 
ted in Australia for many years. It 
was an outbreak of the tatent sav- 
agery in two aboriginal blacks, who 
had lived for years in close associa- 
tion with the whites, and it resulted 
in the slaughter of six women and 
children in one place and of five peo- 
ple in another. 

At Breelong in New South Wales, 
lived the Mawbey family, on a large 
cattle ranch. They were wealthy and 
employed a number of blacks in clear- 
ing land. Among these blacks was 
Jimmy Governor, who had recently 
married a white woman. He was 
much given to reading stories of bush 
ranging and crime.

The two fiends 
were armed with native tomahawks 
and heavy war clubs. In a few min- 
utes they had killed or mortally woun- 
ded alt-in the house except Albert and 
George Mawbey, young boys, who es- 
caped by hiding. 

When Mawbey and his elder son ar- 
rived they found a fearful spectacle.

Ramble in the Oldest City 
of Old Castile. 


Said to Have Been Founded by Hercules, 
B.C. 1660. 


(SPECIAL CORRFSPONDENCE OF THE TOMES} 
AVILA (Spain,) July 19, 1900.--From 
Segovia to Salamanca via Avila is, in- 
deed, “a long way around,” but as no 
direct route takes in these three im- 
portant cities, and we cannot afford to 
miss either of them, we ar: again com- 
pelled to test the old saw ««ncerning 
“the surest way horre.” By stage fror: 
Segovia you reach the Centra! Ruail- 
way, which’tn its short Journey through 
the mountains traverses forty-four tun- 
nels in a distunce of f.ar *housand 
yards—and seeing the weary, dust -be- 
grimed passenge~+~you bless the bucky 
stars that led you in another direction. 
Avila de los Caballeros (“of the gen- 
tlemen,””) as goes the high-sounding 
title of this small city, is much fre- 
quented in summer by refugees from 
the heated capital. Lying about 36500 
feet above the sea, within sight of the 
snow-capped Sierra, surrounded by fer- 
tile plains, from which narrow, green 
valleys lead up into the foothills, all 
entifully watered by trout streams, it 
an ideal resort at this time of year. 
And to the sportsman it is no less 4t- 
tractive at other seasons, sedgy lakes 
and downs abounding with wild fowl 
in autumn, end in winter with game,

To the antiquarian, the artist, the 2 
lover of the quaint and picturesque, 
Avila has not its equal in Spain, jf in- 
deed in the world. The granite walls 


century, are yet perfect. They are 
forty feet high and twelve feet thick, 
with eighty-six towers and ten enor- 
mous gateways. Each gateway is 
formed by setting two towers nearer 
together, carrying them up higher and 
connecting them by an overhanging 
arch, curiously carved with a 

Before the use of siege ar- 
tillery the city must have been im- 
pre , for every point of the hill 
upon which it stands commands the 
plain below, over which small gray 
boulders are scattered, like fldcks of 
sheep. Spaniards assert that the origt- 
nal name was Abula, bestowed in honor 
of his mother by Hercules, who built 
the first city, B. C. 1660. Whoever 
may have been responsible for its pre- 
historic foundation, the Avila of today 
was rebuilt about the year 1680 by Don 
Ramon of y. a son-in-law of 


Alonso VI. 

In modern city, of perhaps 10,000 
inhabitants, there are eeveral hotels 
and pensions, all tolerable, as ish 
hosteiries go. The largest, “Dos 
de Mayo.” (@econd of May,) being kept 
by an Engliehman, is generally patron- 
ized by comparitively few Anglo- 
Saxons who find their way here. Every 
street and lane and corner of Avila, 
both within the walle and outside their 
narrow circuit, ebounds in medieeval 
buildings, pillars, arches, buttresses, 
escutcheons and warian relics 
worth a journey

rooms usually have glass windows, 
while those facing the street are pro- 
teeted only by wooden shutters. . 
In the court-yard of one or two of 
these houses you may see specimens of 
those unexplained relics of antiquity 
known as Toras de Guisando, carved 
iu granite to represent wild boars, or 
some other huge animal. Once they 
were very numerous in this part of 
Spain, but are now so nearly extinct 
that Gil de Avila, writing three hun- 
dred years ago, sald that only sixty- 
three Toros were left in Castile. Some 
euthors believe them to have been the 
gods of the primitive inhabitants, 
placed, like the sphinxes war Asiatic 
temples; while others contend that they 
served merely as land-marksa. The 
Roman inecriptions on most of them 
are probably of much later @ate than 
the original chfiselling, and owing to 
mutilations by time and man, it re- 
quires a lively ima to trace} 
in them a likeness to anything in the

The most interes objects in Avila 
are its wonderfwyl iaeval churches, 
beginning with San Vicente, founded in

AMERICAN CREW. 
IN PINK OF CONDITION. 
(A. P. DAY REPORT.) 

NEW YORK, Aug. 4.—A dispatch to 
the Times from Paris says that Coach 
Patrick Dempsey of the Vesper Boat 
Club crew of Philadelphia, in an inter- 
view stated that, contrary to the origi- 
nal intention, he will not enter a crew 
in the four-oared shell race, and that 
the crews rowing would be strictly con- 
fined to the eight-oared race. The 
American coach also stated that his 
charges are in the pink of condition; in 
fact, they were never in better shape, 
and if they are beaten no excuses can 
be offered on the strength -of lack of 
condition. No accidents of any kind 
have overtaken the Americans, in 
which they have been particularily for- 
tunate. Even the change of air and 
diet has had no deterrent effect. 
The shell, which was received after 
being somewhat delayed in transit, was 
found to be slightly injured, a few 
checks being discovered in ite skin, but 
these were repaired jin a short while. 
Dempsey has had much unity 
to observe the other crews which are 
now on the Seine, and seers more than 
ever satisfied with the Americans’ 
chences.
